SiR, 


The position you have assumed in the present | 


aspect OF affairs, induces me to offer to your consideration, a 
few remarks upon the actual condition of the country. 
man wo dare avow an honest opinion in these times, unless it 
square With the fashionable folly of the hour, runs the hazard 
of being worse treated by his friends, than by his enentes. 
Whether that fashionable folly be the idle cant of veneration 
for a system so profoundly corrupt that not a particle of 
healthiness isto be found in any of its parts; or in a blind 
devotion to any individual, who has obtained popularity, by the 
issue of promises, neither realized, nor ever likely to be per- 
furmed Amongst those who have hitherto assumed the direc- 
tion and guidance of public opinion, we find little prospect of 
future utility to the cause of freedom, They start from the 
harvest which they have sown, and ought to have expected. 
Before the crop was ready for the reaper, they predicted bar- 
renness and desolation. The public mind was deemed a most 
unprofitable soil, that repaid 10 culture, nor rewarded any care. 
The deep research into principle by Horne ‘Tooke, and his 
colleagues in the corresponding Society had only the partial 
effect of redeeming here and there a garden from the contiguous 
desert, ‘The eloquence of Fox, and his comrades was equally 
futile. No party talent could rouse the public, and it pro- 
claimed the pudlic eould not be awakened. They imagined tt 
reposing in the sleep of death, because it could not be chained 
to the car of party, and be the supple drudge of every designing 
knave. ‘Ihe constant aberrations from principle, which party 
must always produce, operated like soporitic draughts upon the 
public mind, 
but the day was dawning when the superior magic of virtue, 
and principle should dissipate the delusion. The magi was, 
unheeded, at his work. It was contidently believed, that he 
was a deluded follower of principles never to be recognized. 


In an age of venality it was not contemplated that truth could | 


gain many converts. In an age of classical refinement, it was 
supposed that common sense would be despised by the vulgar, 
as it was abandoned by the great. fu the era of partial interests, 
it was imagined that the general good could never become an 
object of general desire. Against those who dare expose tlic 
corruptions of the state, the vengeance of both church and 
‘tate was hurled; but the great teacher of the truth was un- 
molested ; or only exposed to the petty and personal malignity, 
of those who Aated, without having the sense to fear, lis pre- 
cepts.

The wand of the evil enchapter was upon it; | 
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bus been the means of establishing a constant beacon to those, 
whowere called into action against parts of the system, when 
sitinulated by a sense of any peculiar enormities. 

You remember, Sir, wlule these principles were silently work- 
ing among the population, the innumerable appeals that were 
coustantiy made to the people, to assert their rights—to be no 





longer the dupes of the administration —to imitate their fore 
fathers —to remember the death of Sydney and of Russell, the 
generous devotion of Hampden, and to be ready to follow their 
glorious example! Every tavern re-echoed with these appeals 
by the FFAig Club, and Clubs of other denominations; and much 
ainazement, and indignation was expressed, though not felt, at 
the apathy of the people. As you were at such periods « 
spectator of these appeals, you are probably aware, that they 
were made, because it was felt they would not be answered— 
that those who made them, meant nothing by their speeches, or 
ouly meant to deceive--and that many a boisterous recom- 
mender of the sword of Flampden, would have trembled at the 
eane of Castlereagh. 

The public measured these noisy nothings by their object. 
To displace a minister was never a public object, for it could 
never be a public advantage. The public evil was the system, 
and not the men by whom the system was administered ; though 
they were as bud and imbecile as the present ministers of the 
state, By the public, 1 do not mean any class. IE mean the 
whole body politic; amd above all 1 mean to include that im- 
mense multitude, which certain whimsical politicians exelade 
from the meaning of the word public :—that class which forms 
its sinews an¢ its strength—~its force and its power—its value 
and importance—that which the slaves of the system call the 
‘ lower chss;” and which it is, in a superior sense of the phrase, 
for like the pedestal of a Colossus, it bears all the weight; and 
is indeed the strength, of which the other is but the emblem, 
No party measure, no party artifice ever moved this body, nor 
could ever move it; for no party ever had its interest in contem- 
platien. It seemed powerless because it was unfelt ; and it was 
so, in the absence of the bond of union which has been since 
supplied by Major Cartwright, in the developement of the 
‘principles which instruct them they are men, and teach them to 





demand the rights of man.

It 
was clearly, therefore, their own accommodation that the peo- 
ple who summoned and attended the mecting had in view. 
What, we ack, would be thought in a similar case? —A. great 
mercantile house is in embarrassment respecting its outstanding 
engagements; the general body of its creditors (as represented 
by the two Houses of Parliament) mect and prefix a far distant 
time, at which it shall be prepared to honour its own bills when 
presented. Whereupon another batch of individuals, who lave 
lived upon the great house, start up, and meet, not to plan any 


assistance to the distressed concern, but to request the muss of 


creditors to put off their just and tong protracted demands, i 
order that they, the petitioners, may be able to wring vet more 
from the credit of the great house? It isin trath as much the 
interest of the ration as of these individuals, that the Bark 
should be leniently dealt with—that it should not be oppressed ;

understand : for what but a sneer against the Bank can be 
meant in the request, that it nay not be forced to pay its notes 
precipitately, Why, the first act for the suspension of cash 
payments took placein May, 1797, and the duration of the re- 
striction was then limited to the 24th of June following; anil 
now, in 1819, the Bank reportsdo even yet allow TWo yraRs 
to elapse from the present May, before the Bank even issues 
bullion to the few who can call for it—above GO ounces —at ilic 
Mint price. 

It is reported that a counter party is likely to come forward, 
and prepare a petition on another view of the question.
